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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Under the present provisions of the Merchant Shipping Act, 
unchecked powers of discretion are given to the authorities appointed 
by Government to exercise the powers of exemption under section 
456 . The result is that many ships are unjustifiably exempted from 
compliance with one or other specified requirement contained in or 
prescribed in pursuance of the Act, particularly with reference to 
safety measures and working and living conditions of seamen . 


The Bill seeks to ensure that Parliament will be kept informed 
of the exemptions granted and the grounds for each such exemption . 
This would bring the Act in line with the Merchant Shipping Acts 
in force in the United Kingdom also .
